Sakhalin dates barely from the seventeenth 
century. In the ’40s of this century Russian 
cossacks in search of distant lands reached 
the mouth of the Amur, and it was then 
that Sakhalin was discovered. To the end 
of the eighteenth century Sakhalin was 
under Chinese dominion, and it is only since 
the lower reaches of the Amur were occupied 
that the Russians could firmly establish their 
posts on the island. Early in the eighteenth 
century the Japanese also found their way 
to Sakhalin. They occupied the southern 
portion of the island and the Russians the

COUPLE SEFK® MARRIAGE LI 
CENSE BY MANDAMUS‘ WRIT. 


Miss Grimes, Legally Separated from 
‘Herman Mischier Last Jane, Denies

The validity of the new divorce law, which 
forbids the r e of any person within 
one year after securing a divorce, is to be 
tested. 

Attorney Elmer E. Ledbetter applied for 
a-writ of mandamus yesterday to compel 
County Clerk Olson to issue a license for the 
marriage of Miss Eliza Grimes to Henry 
Buenger. Miss Grimes resumed her maiden 
name when she was divorced from Herman 
Mischler on June 24 last. She had not lived 
with her husband for five years, and tmme- 
diately after she secured her divorce she 
issued invitations for her second marriage. 
She neglected to get her license, however, 
until the new law went into effect. The she 
was informed that the marriage right at 
some future time be called illegal. — 

She s@cured the license, but the clerk who 
issued it said later that he thought she had 
told him she was divorced five years ago. 
Then she returned the license and engaged a 
lawyer to begin the mandamus proceedings. 
Attorney Ledbétter holds that no law can 
be made retroactive, and that his clients 
have a legal right to marry. He wants such 
a decision spread on the records ‘of Cook 
county.

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THEATER ORCHESTRAS CUT: 
PLAYERS CALL IT RETALIATION 

From Three to Five Men Discharged 
from Each House After Musicians 

8 Call for Extra Fay. | 


An alleged agreement on the part of down-, 
tcwn theater managers to cut down the size 
of oréhéstras ‘was uncovered last night by 
the Musicians* union. The charge was made 
that every downtown. theater had laid off 
from three to five orchestra players—to be 
exact, the number ran three and one-half to 
each playhouse. 


Most of the musicians were of the opinion 


that the action of the theaters in reducing 
the size of their ochestras was in retaliation 
for the decision of the players several days 
ago to charge $2 extra for each man for all 
performances exceeding eight in number each 
week. ; ‘ 

“I am informed that the theater man- 
agers held a secret meeting and decided on 
this course.“ said an orchestra leader. The 
lilinois theater has laid off five men and so 
has the La Salle. The others have notified 
their orchestras they will be reduced after 
this week. The average number of players 
dismissed will be three and one-half to each 
theater. There won't be a house in the city 
with an orchestra exceeding six and seven 
men, and I can remember when there were 
eighteen. 

In a good many of the theaters where 


Sunday performances are not the rule for 


the companies playing regularly it is the 


custom of the managers to let the house 


out to some other management for Sunday, 
and the orchestra in such cases is farmed out 
with the-auditorium. These extra Sunday 


performances nearly alwdys are held at the 


Powers and frequently at the IIlinois, the 
Garrick, and McVicker’s. In such cases it 18 
necessary for the musicians to attend an 
extra rehearsal and they don't get paid for 
their extra time. They just got together and 
decided to charge $2 extra for each perform- 
ance exceeding eight a week.
